Coon files tax-relief bills

Rep. Gary Coon, R-Andover, filed 
three bills earlier this month and one 
amendment to the state constitution. 
He said he wants to give Mas- 
sachusetts residents relief from the 
recently passed federal recovery plan, 
which includes tax hikes. 

Rep. Coon said his plan, if passed by 
the state legislature when it recon- 
venes in September, will provide relief 
at the state level from the effects of the 
recently passed federal plan. The feder- 
al plan increases the federal gasoline 
tax by 4.3 cents-a-gallon, adds a 10 per- 
cent tax surcharge to incomes over 
$250,000 and increases the top federal 
income tax rate from 31 to 36 percent 
for individuals making more than 
$115,000. 

“I’m concerned with the effect the 
Clinton plan will have on people here. 
My plan will put $315 million annually 
back in the pockets of (state) taxpayers 
to spend or invest,” he said. 

Rep. Coon’s plan would reduce state 
income tax from 5.95 to 5.5 percent. It 
would do away with the state capital 
gains tax over the next six years and it 
would make permanent the 3 percent 
investment tax credit. The state tax

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Selectmen unanimously endorse Burtt Road extension plan 


By Don Staruk 

Selectmen last week voted unanimously 
to apply for a $1 million state grant to extend 
Burtt Road from Lowell Junction Road to 
Ballardvale Street in Wilmington, a move 
that will open 100 acres of industrial land for 
development, improve fire safety and 
decrease traffic on the Andover end of Bal- 
lardvale Street. 

The state encouraged the town to apply 
for the Public Works Economic Development 
program grant, according to Stephen Colyer, 
town planning director, who said there is a 
very good chance the application will be 
approved. The state supports the project 
partly because of plans by Genetics Institute, 
a biotechnology business at 1 Burtt Road, to 
build a one-million-square-foot biotechnolo- 
gy “campus” at that location. 

If approved, the grant could actually bring 
in close to $1.5 million to town for the road 
extension. Genetics Institute and Gillette Co. 
have already relocated and paved Burtt Road 
from Lowell Junction Road, across Genetics’ 
property and to the end of the Gillette prop- 
erty. 

The grant would allow completion of a 
3,200-foot section of road, and would include 
installation of traffic controls at Ballardvale 
Street and a new grade crossing of the MBTA 
rail line with associated signals and gates. 

The road would cross land owned by 
Gillette, New England Power, R.J. Kelly, 
Wetterau New England and the MBTA. 


The town gets off cheap because the plans ' § 


for the road have already been drawn up for 
a previous proposal and all the permits 
required locally have already been approved. 

“Our ace in the hole has been that we 
have a fully ene ieered set of plans,” Mr, 
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Colyer told selectmen. 

The project would “cost the 
town basically nothing,” Mr. 
Colyer said. 

“Tt’s a plus for the town,” Buzz 
Stapezynski, town manager, told 
the board prior to their vote. 
The project would: 

¢ Create a secondary access to 
what is referred to by planners 
as the “triangle,” where nearly 
1,000 employees work in an area 
sandwiched by the MBTA rail 
line and Interstate 93, and ser- 
viced by only one access road, 
Lowell Junction Road; 

« Improve traffic on the 
Andover end of Ballardvale 
Street by keeping many of those 
1,000 workers south of Lowell 
Junction Road; 

¢ Provide access to 100 acres of 
industrial-zoned land, creating 
potential for development, which 
would mean economic benefits 
in the form of jobs and tax rev- 
enues for both the town and the 
state.

now because of an urgent need for blood, she 
said. 

One of Andover’s frequent donors is 
Selectman Gerald Silverman who has given 
blood 82 times, according to Ms. Plawsky. 
Mr. Silverman will be there again Monday, 
encouraging other Andover residents to 
donate blood. 

Andover also has its share of blood recipi- 
ents, including Stephen Milmoe, a Landau 
Lane resident battling brain cancer. 

“T had my first blood transfusion ever 
three weeks ago,” Stephen said during a visit 
to the Townsman last week. 

He needed 24 units of platelets, the clotting 
agents in blood, and a unit of “packed cells.” 

Jill Hartel, 4, whose mom, Lisa Alecci Har- 
tel, rode in the Pan-Massachusetts Challenge 
two weeks ago to-raise funds to fight cancer 
and was featured in a story about the ride in 
last week’s Townsman, also suffers leukemia 
and has also needed blood. 

Jill was diagnosed with leukemia last 
September, according to Steve Hartel, her 
dad. 

“In September and October she got a hand- 


ful of red cell transfusions and two or three 
platelet transfusions,” Mr. Hartel said. 

Jill hasn’t needed blood since that first 
month because her body is able to produce 
enough on its own. But she has another year 
of chemotherapy in front of her and any time 
the chemotherapy lowers her cell count she 
may need more blood, Mr. Hartel said. 

“Anyone undergoing chemotherapy for 
leukemia needs blood,” said Alex Milmoe, 
Stephen’s mother. 

Mr. Hartel said he was at the hospital with 
Jill last week and met some of the other fami- 
lies he has gotten to know during the past 
year dealing with Jill’s disease. One little girl 
from Ecuador needs transfusions every three 
weeks, Mr. Hartel said.

Perfecto’s Cafe in Andover will provide 
bagels and muffins for the blood donors Mon- 
day. Old Town Hall will be air-conditioned. 

In addition to bagels, juice and soft drinks, 
donors will have their blood pressure, tem- 
perature, pulse and hemoglobin checked.

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SBC to begin 
its review of bids 
for AHS additions

The School Building Committee will begin 
reviewing architects’ bids next week to 
determine which firm will draw the designs 
to build additions onto Andover High School. 
The committee will then review the propos- 
als and pick an architect in a few weeks to 
draft preliminary designs and make initial 
cost estimates, Town Manager Buzz 
Stapczynski said earlier this week. 

Mr. Stapczynski is the official responsible 
for nominating SBC members, who then 
must be approved by the Board of Selectmen. 
He hopes to nominate at least two new mem- 
bers for selectmen to approve at their next 
meeting, Monday, Aug. 23, at 7:30 p.m. in 
town offices on Bartlet Street. 

In May three SBC members resigned, 
including the chairman and treasurer. The 
remaining SBC members are the new chair- 
man, Doug Hamilton, of Harding Street; Jim 
Marsh, of Nutmeg Lane; Margie Dennis of 
Orchard Crossing; and Nancy Stolhberg of 
Cheever Circle. 

Next Wednesday, Aug. 25, at 7:30 p.m. the 
SBC will meet with School Committee mem- 
bers to discuss how designs for additions to 
the high school and at least one elementary 
school will best meet educational needs. 
Field house 

Part of the SBC’s charge will be to solicit 
community input and gauge what kind of 
support there is for a field house to be includ- 
ed as part of the high school plan. A field 
house could increase the cost of the high 
school addition program by hundreds of 
thousands of dollars. 


Elementary schools 

An architect was hired last year to devel- 
op plans for additions at the elementary 
school level. At that time the SBC deter- 
mined the best approach to add space to the 
town’s elementary program was to build a 
new 450-student school on town-owned land 
off Burnham Road, near Penguin Park play- 
ground. 

Following objections from neighbors and

parents of high school students, who protest- 
ed that crowding at the high school necessi- 
tated building an addition onto the AHS first, 
the SBC halted the elementary school project 
until the School Committee could present 
education specifications for both projects. 

The elementary-school program architect, 
Michael Rosenfeld, will be working with the 
SBC during the fall to adjust his designs to 
meet new education specifications estab- 
lished by the School Committee earlier this 
summer. School Committee members 
reduced the number of seats they want to 
add from 400 to approximately 140. Members 
have said earlier this year that new projec- 
tions indicate that only 140 seats will be 
needed. 

The School Committee supports adding 
about nine classrooms onto South Elemen- 
tary School and adding more storage space to 
Sanborn Elementary School. 

The final decision will be made by the 
SBC, which is the legal board empowered by 
the state to decide how tax money will be 
spent to fund school building and renovation 
projects. 


Jay Leno helps Ballardvale playground

“They donated money because Jay asked 
them to donate to the committee,” Ms. Tallini 
said. 

According to Ms. Tallini, the names of all 
the donors will be engraved on a wood board, 
which will be put on the playground. 

Throughout the summer, the playground 
has been improved with equipment such as 
swings, slides, tether-ball games, a jungle 
gym, merry-go-round, new basketball hoops 
and a little slide for younger children. 

The town has also donated picnic tables 
and “playground” signs that encourage traf- 
fic to slow down.

Each classroom in the 
school now has a new heating 
unit.

Newer, 
quieter, and more efficient air 
ducts and blowers will be 
added as part of the project. 
The new system will carry 
more fresh air into the rooms 
than the old units did, said Mr.

One large meeting room at Doherty 
Middle School has been divided to make 
two classrooms and additional lighting 
was installed in the those rooms. 

Work that is not yet completed at 
those six schools is scheduled to be done 
by the time school opens in September, 
said Mr. Brightney. 


Heating-oil storage tanks at all the 
schools will be tested to make sure they 
are structurally sound, said Mr. Bright- 
ney. As of this week, tanks at West Ele- 
mentary School, the two middle schools 
as well as the hot-water tank at the high 
school have been tested and they passed 
with “flying colors,” said Mr. Brightney. 

Oil tanks at the other schools will be 
tested later this month, he said. 
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Renovations are nearly complete at WMS 


asbestos removal was done by 
licensed professionals and was 
closely monitored, said Mr. 
Brightney. 

“We hired an independent 
consultant to check air sam- 
ples before, during and after 
the work,” to make sure 
asbestos particles did not con- 
taminated the area. “All state 
and federal guidelines were 
followed...and all air samples 
checked out with state require- 
ments,” he said. 

Wood shop 

The former wood shop area 
is being completely renovated. 
It will be turned into a group 
meeting room. 

The old wood shop floor, 
which parents and staff have 
complained about, will be 
removed. The school depart- 
ment received several com- 


plaints last year that odors 
from the creosote-treated pine 
floor caused headaches and 
nausea. 

The new wood shop area 
will be located a few doors 
down from its former location. 
A handicap-accessible elevator 
will be installed in the new 
group meeting room and 
depending on how fast the 
wood shop can be moved the 
group meeting room may or 
may not be done by Septem- 
ber, said Mr. Brightney. He 
believes almost all the work in. 
those two rooms can be done 
by the time school starts, but 
the windows won’t be installed 
until October. 

“Our goal is to try and do all 
the window replacements 
[throughout the school] on off 
school hours,” Mr. Brightney 
said. 


Front entrance 

The windows in the main 
foyer of the school and the 
adjacent ceiling-to-floor glass - 
hallways will be replaced with 
new insulated windows. This 
work cannot be done until the 
windows are delivered, said 
Mr. Brightney. 

The grassy area in front of 
the main entrance is currently 
being excavated and made lev- 
el. Some landscaping work 
will be done and the rest of the 
area will be paved and two 
granite benches will be erect- 
ed. The School Committee 
chose the more expensive 
granite benches over less cost- 
ly wooden ones, because mem: 
bers believe the durable stone 
benches would be more cost- 
effective in the long run. 

“When students, teachers 
and parents come here in 
September, they are going to 
see the end result of a lot of 
man-hours of labor,” said Mr. 
Brightney. 

“They'll have no idea the 
extensive work that’s going 
on. The crews have really done 
a great job,” he added.

They 
make products at a low cost to 
sell within the community. 

The group from San Marcos 
of approximately 100 mothers 
and mothers from all over the 
country protested against the 
government to receive some 
sort of aid or compensation for 
their loss. When the Chamorro 
government took power in 
Nicaragua, state health ser- 
vices, subsidized medicine and 
the $15 per month pension giv- 
en to the mothers of war vic- 
tims were abolished. Mothers 
occupied the plaza in front of 
the government buildings for 
around 30 days, recalled Sra. 
Vado. They experienced much 
police brutality and gained few 
results, she said. 

The community of San Mar- 
cos is very accepting of El 
Proyecto, Sra. Vado explained, 
but the government is indif- 
ferent and doesn’t bother to 
help or acknowledge these 
families.

Marcos area cater to other 
needs of the community as a 
result of the war.
